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ANNUAL  REPORT. 


]\Ir.  Chairuum  and  Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  the  Annual  •Eeport  for  1946  on  the  health  of 
the  liural  District,  while  there  are  no  impressive  figures  to 
record  in  the  provision  of  houses,  as  the  figures  given  under  the 
report  on  housing  will  show,  there  is  ijromise  of  better  things 
to  come. 

The  mortality  statistics  show  a slight  improvement  over  last  ‘ 
Year’s  figures,  but  the  difference  is  verv  small  and  not  of  anv 
great  significance. 

There  have  been  no  epidemics,  but  five  deaths  occurred  from 
diphtheria,  three  were  from  the  gravis  type  infection,  one  from 
laryngeal  diphtheria  in  an  infant  with  a late  diagnosis. 

Generally  the  health  of  the  district  lias  been  good,  but  it 
would  give  one  greater  hopes  of  improvement  if  there  were  signs 
that  food  were  to  become  more  plentiful  and  more  varied ; but 
the  reverse  seems  to  be  the  case.  However,  on  the  credit  side 
is  the  expansion  of  the  school  meals  service  and  this  ensures  the 
children  of  some  extra  rations. 


While  there  is  no  direct  evidence  available  to  prove  a case, 
I am  of  the  oijinion  that  minor  ailments  such  as  common  colds 
and  gastric  troubles  are  more  frequent,  and  that  the  victims 
lake  longer  to  throw  off  the  effects.

The  birth  rate  shows  an  increase  of  1.5  per  thousand  com- 
pared with  1945.  In  actual  figures  there  was  an.  increase  of  157 
births  during  the  year  under  review  compared  to  the  previous 
one.  The  infantile  mortality  has  also  shown  a drop  of  3.44  per 
thousand,  which  is  gratifying  taken  in  conjunction  with  the 
increased  birth  rate. 

Maternal  mortality  figures  also  show  a drop  of  1 .65  per 
thousand  births.  Deaths  from  Whooping  Cough,  Measles-  and 
Diarrhcea  under  two  years  all  show  a decrease  from  the  previous 
year.

I’rophecy  is  very  dangerous  when  applied  to  housing  progress, 
as  many  unforeseen  obstacles  tend  to  impede  progress,  but  it 
is  hoped  that  in  1947,  200  houses  will  be  completed,  and  that 
substantial  progress  will  have  been  made  with  those  houses  for 
wliich  sites  liave  been  cleared. 

As  everyone  will  appreciate,  the  phenomenal  weather  exper- 
ienced during  the  first  three  months  of  the  year  caused  a hold  up 
of  the  actual  work.  The  repercussions,  i.e.,  exaggeration  of  the 
coal  position,  had  a bearing  in  causing  shortage  of  certain 
essential  materials  such  as  cement,  which  further  impeded 
progress. 

In  last  year’s  report  I drew  attention  to  the  position  regard- 
ing repairs  on  existing  properties. 

The  regulations  concerning  the  amounts  that  can  be  spent 
without  licence  have  been  tightened  up  and  the  position  is  that 
it  is  almost  necessary  to  serve  a statutoiw  notice  under  the 
Public  Health  Acts  to  enable  owners  to 'get  necessary  re])iiirs 
done.

There  are  117  Petroleum  Stores  in  the  district,  which  have 
a total  storage  capacity  of  196,694  gallons,  and  five  Calcium  of 
Carbide  Stores  having  a similar  storage  capacity  of  3,038  lbs. 
Tlie  annual  income  derived  from  the  issue  of  Licences  is  £81  5s. 

The  stores  have  been  visited  to  ensure  that  the  provisions 
of  the  Acts  are  complied  with.

SMALLPOX. 

Xo  cases  CKJCurred  in  the  district,  dining  the  year  but  many 
contacts,  mostl}-  troops  returned  from  the  Far  and  iNIiddle  East, 
were  visited. 

EXTEKIC  FEVER. 

Two  cases  were  notified  with  one  death. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

There  was  a rise  in  the  notifications  this  year.  Fifty-one 
oases  were  notified  compared  to  forty-three  during  1945.  There 
were  five  deatlis  from  this  disease. 

CEREBRO  SPINAL  FEVER. 

Five  cases  wei-p  notified  with  two  deaths.  The  previous 
3’ea.r’s  figures  were  five  cases  with  one  death. 

MEASLES. 

There  was  a great  decrease  in  the  notifications  this  year;  78 
compared  with  1311  the  previous  year.  There  were  no  fatal 
cases. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

153  cases  were  notified,  exactly  the  same  number  as  the 
previous  year.  There  was  one  death  from  the  disease  this  year 
compared  with  four  the  previous  year. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

1*27  cases  were  notified  compared  with  204  the  previous 
vear.  No  deaths  occurred. 

The  staffing  position  at  the  four  infectious  diseases  hospitals 
was  similar  to  the  previous  year,  but  owing  to  the  low  incidence 
of  Scarlet  Fever  beds  were  always  available,  and  certain  cases  of 
measles  and  whoojiing  cough  with  complications  were  admitted.

TREATMENT  CENTRE,  POOLSBROOK 

During  1946,  1782  people  attended  the  centre.  4468  cases 
of  scabies  were  treated,  214  cases  of  verminous  lieads  and.  100 
cases  were  examined  not  falling  into  either  of  the  above  categories. 

The  figures  are  lower  than  foi'  the  previous  year.  Scabies 
shows  a drop  of  286  cases-  and  120  fewer  cases  were  treated  for 
verminous  heads.  The  latter  figure  would  be  very  gratifying  if 
one  could  assume  from  it  that  it  indicated  thei'e  were  fewer 
})eople  suffering  from  head  infestation,  but  I do  not  feel  that 
this  is  the  case.  It  may  be  that  fewer  cases  have  been  discovered 
and  sent  for  treatment.  The  assumjjticn  that  there  is  no  real 
decrease  tends  to  be  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  on  examination 
of  cases  sent  up  for  scabies  treatment  there  is  an  increased 
percentage  of  persons  with  infested  heads.  This  applies  to  all 
age  groups. 
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The  following  table  sliowb  the  comparison  between  the  two 
jears.

It  will  be  noted  that  the  biggest  increase  is  in  the  age  group 
5 — 15.  It  is  very  difficult  to  account  for  this  increase  and  to 
give  any  feasible  explanation.  One  can  make  many  conjectures 
but  none  seem  really  to  fit.  It  is,  obvious,  however,  that  there 
must  be  a large  number  of  the  age  group  5 — 15  infested  even  if 
allowances  are  made,  and  it  can  be  accepted  that  the  group  sent 
for  scabies  treatment  does  not  represent  a fair  cross  section  of 
the  population.  If  the  percentage  is  cut  by  50%  there  still 
remains  15%  of  the  5 — 15  age  gi'oup  infested,  which  is  far  loo 
high  a figure.

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 
INFESTATION  ORDER,  S.R.  & 0.  No.  680,  1943. 

Forty  comiilaints  have  been  made  by  the  jjublic  during  the  ' 
year  and  these  necessitated  125  Visits  by  your  Inspectors  to 
secure  the  satisfactory  elimination  of  the  infestations. 

Apart  from  the  receipt  of  complaints,  action  is  taken  in  all 
cases  where  infestations  are  discovered  during  the  performance  of 
other  duties. 

All  the  Council’s  sewage  works  and  the  Council’s  refuse 
tips  are  kept  under  observation  for  infestations  and  the  action 
taken  on  these  premises  has  resulted  in  an  estimated  kill  of 
1,155  rats. 

Two  part  time  rat  catchers  have  been  employed.  Trapping, 
gassing,  arsenic  and  sine  phosphide  has  been  used  in  accordance 
with  the  INIinistry  of  Food  technique. 
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
